To  Prevent  the  Slippino  op  Belts. — 
One  good  way  to  prevent  belts  from  slipping 
is  to  paint  the  face  of  the  pulley,  This  can 
be  done  by  using  hot  asphaltum  or  white 
lead,  made  very  thin  with  turpentine.  It 
will  adhere  well  if  allowed  to  dry  thorough- 
ly. A  thicker  coatt  of  white  lead  and  oil 
should  then  be  applied,  and  allowed  to  dry 
thoroughly  before  being  used.  These  coat- 
ings will  not  scale  off  if  properly  applied.
